Foreign experts on polio [ΤΑ subway 
to meet ministry officials

Three foreign polio experts are to 
meet with Health Ministry officials 
today, but it is unlikely that the min- 
istry will change its methods of deal- 
ing with the outbreak of the disease, 
which shows signs of abating. The 
epidemiologists from abroad ; may 
recommend a change in regular vac- 
cination policy to prevent future epi- 
demics. 

Prof. Joseph Melnick of the medi- 
cai school in Houston, Prof. Walter 
Oristein of the Centre for Disease 
Control in Adanta, and Dr. Mishael 
Ray of the World Health Organiza- 
tion arrived yesterday at the special 
invitation of the ministry. They will 
be here for three or four days. . 

The eight confirmed polio victims 
were all stable or somewhat im- 

yesterday. Some will be sent 
for physical rehabilitation therapy in 
the coming days. . 

The police are investigating re- 
ports that a few dozen vials of polio 
vaccine have been stolen on their 
way to family health centres where 
they were to have been used to im- 


munize the public. Dr. Alma Avni, 
head of the ministry's public health 
department, told The Jerusalem 
Post that she views the incident seri- 
ously, even though the list price of 
the vaccine is not great. But vac- 
cines are apparently being injected 
privately by doctors for up to 
ΝΙ5-100 a dose, although it costs 
less than NIS-1. The ethical prob- 
Mr also troubles the ministry, she 
said. 

Over 600 persons called in to the 
mninistry’s special open line in Jeru- 
salem yesterday evening. Members. 
of the medical staff who responded 
said the callers generally asked seri- 
ous questions,.and many were very 
worried about the disease. Among 
the most panicky were plumbers 
(they were told they were in the 
high-risk category, but probably 
have obtained natural immunity), 
immigrants under 35 who had not 
been vaccinated in their native land 
(they were told to consult their doc- 
tors) and family doctors themselves 
(who were under pressure to vacci- 
nate by their patients, but couldn't 
assess the risks).

Election broadcasts 
enliven dull campaign

The election campaign got a shot 
in the arm last night with the start of 
Pparty-sponsored television broad- 
casts that brought election polemics 
into every home. 

Leaders and activists of all parties 
are fervently hoping that the cam- 
paign broadcasts, which are expect- 
ed to be watched by no less than 98 
percent of the population, will bring 
to life a campaign which has been 
considered sleepy and phlegmatic 
and help bring the floating voters to 
their side. (Review, page two) 

Following last night's premiere. 
both big parties claimed. as expect- 
ed, that they had decisively outdone 
their rival. 

The Labour Party's campaign 
staff reacted with exultation to what 
campaign chief Ezer Weizman de- 
scribed as “a total knockout vic- 
tory.” Labour's messages were gen- 
erally more hard-hitting than the 
Likud's, generously employing past 
statements made by Likud leaders. 

But Likud campaign heads 
rubbed their hands with satisfaction 
after the broadcasts, declaring that 
they had “shown Labour." The 
main conclusion they came to was 
that while Labour's clips all ‘‘settled 
accounts” with the past, Likud's 
looked forward, to the future. 

Special teams within both major 
camps went to work immediately 
after the broadcasts to prepare re- 
sponses to each other's attacks, ᾿ 
which will be broadcast tonight. 

Supreme Court Justice Eliezer 


Goldberg. chairman of the Central 
Knesset Elections Committee, vet- 
ted all the clection propaganda films 
screened last night in advance, ata 
commercial studio in Jerusalem - 
and made no changes.

Retraction of Ha’aretz report demanded 
Not spying on Likud for Labour, 
say former Shin Bet executives

_ The three former Shin Bet execu- 
tives who were forced out of the 
service for uncovering the bus no. 
300 affair in April 1984 yesterday 
demanded of the Ha'aretz daily that 
it retract its report of last week al- 
leging that they were carrying out 
clandestine campaign espionage op- 
erations for the Labour Party. 

(On April 12, 1984, two Arab ter- 
rorists who hijacked an Egged bus 
were captured by the security ser- 
vices and killed by their captors.) 

In a letter to Ha'aretz sent by 
Jerusalem attommey Mishael Cheshin 
on behalf the three - Reuven Ha- 
zak, Peleg Radai and Rafi Malika - 
the report is labelled “blatant libel 
full of outright lies.” 

The report alleged that Labour 
was employing the three to uncover 
the Likud's campaign secrets. 

The letter demands that Ha'aretz 
retract its story and publish an apol- 
ogy within 48 hours. If not, Cheshin 
States, “my clients will know what to 
do, and you will bear the 
consequences.” 

Copies of the letter were sent to 
Attorney-General Yosef Harish and 
Central Election Committee Chair- 
man Judge Eliezer Goldberg. 

Meanwhile, Likud Deputy Minis- 
ter Ronni Milo and MK Dan Meri- 
dor asked Harish to instruct the po- 
lice to begin an urgent investigation 
into suspicions of illegal acts carried 
out by Labour to obtain classified 


information from Likud's campaign 
headquarters. 

Likud sources stressed that there 
had been signs of “espionage” in 
their campaign headquarters even 
before the report was published and 
that certain campaign leaders, in- 
cluding campaign chairman Moshe 
Areas, felt that their telephones had 
been bugged. There were also re- 
ports that Arens’s wife had heard 
strange noises in her garden and that 
a suspicious character had been 
caught changing the light bulbs at 
Likud campaign headquarters in 
Kfar Hamaccabia. But no proof of 
any of this has been found. 

Labour yesterday reiterated its 
denial that it had employed the for- 
mer GSS executives or anyone else 
to obtain information from Likud in 
illegal ways. noting that no proof or 
evidence was found to substantiate 
Likud's allegations of an “Israeli 
‘Watergate Affair.” 

Labour Secretary-General Uzi 
Bar‘am yesterday called Arens‘s 
statement concerning telephone 
tapping in his home “one of the 
better jokes heard recently. Who 
among us doesn’t hear strange 
noises on the phone?” Bar’am 
asked. adding that the tales of 
phone bugging and planting spies in 
Likud headquarters were “a lie and 
libel from beginning to end.” 

Bar’am noted that he had been 
threatened on the telephone at 
home, but unlike the Likud he did 
not hasten to accuse his rivals, be- 
cause he did not believe that an

Reagan says U.S. did not

WASHINGTON - President Rea- 
gan emphasized yesterday there 
were no U.S. negotiations for the 
latest hostuge freed in Lebanon and 
quipped that if the kidnappers 
sought to sway the American elec- 
tion.

Reagan’s comments on the re- 
lease of hostage Mithileshwar 
Singh, an Indian national freed by 
Lebanese cupturs on Monday and 
turned over to the U.S. antbassador 
in Syria yesterday. came as he start- 
ed a mecting with Republican legis- 
lators. 

“We've done no negotiting on 
thar at ali and Fim not going tw haz- 
ard ἃ guess as to why urned 
him loose... as long us we've stll μοὶ 
hostages there.” the U.S. leader 
said when asked by a reporter what

Reagan was plunged into his 
worst political crisis in late 1986 
when it was learned that his udmin- 
istration had secretly traded arms 


for hostages with Iran. 

Nine Americans remain in cuptiv- 
ity. according to the U.S. govern- 
ment, and Reagan, when asked if he 
expected any of them to be released 
soon, said: “1 haven't seen any indi- 
cation of that.” 

In Damascus, Singh said after 20 
months of captivity, “There is no 
substitute for freedom in the world. 
1am very happy.” Smiling but look- 
ing red and shaken after his release 
late on Manday, Singh said he had 
been held with three American col- 
leagues. They were “okay.” he add- 
ed, hut he refused to elaborate. 

Singh, a ol+yeur-old business pro- 
fessor at Beirut Umvensity College, 
and Americans Alan Steen, 49, 
Robert Polhill, 53, and Jesse 
Turner, 40, were kidnapped on Jan- 
vary 24, 1987 from the college cam- 
pus where they all taught. Singh, an 
Indian with permanent right of resi- 
dence in the U.S.. was freed in Leb- 
anon late on Monday and escorted 
by Syrian troops to Damascus. 
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Subsidy cuts are good for you 


THE eve of a national election used to be 
thought the worst possible time for cuts in 
subsidies for basic foodstuffs and public trans- 
port, which inevitably send’ prices soaring. 
Voters are not, or at least were not, supposed 
to feel sympathy for a political party whose 
finance minister hit them in their pockets, 
right on the eve of a Knesset poll. Moshe 
Nissim, it appears, is out to radically amend 
the received electoral wisdom. In order to 
establish his own, and thus his party’s, creden- 
tials for prudent economic statesmanship he is 
cutting subsidies on the very eve of the 


election. 


True, the finance minister has a problem on 
his hands. The government's deficit has al- 
ready overshot its originally planned figure by 


some NIS 750 million. 


One reason for this sorry state of affairs is 
the drop in tax revenues due to the slowdown 
in sales of tax-intensive durable goods. An- 
other reason is the rise in government ex- 
penses forced by the Palestinian uprising, es- 
pecially for defence. Slashing subsidies will 
not by itself eliminate the deficit, but it should 
make the budget conform more closely to the 
letter of the law. That is both sound and 
uecessary, and it should also help drain out 
some of the public’s excess purchasing power. 

But it is not nearly as urgent as the timing of 
Mr. Nissim’s sifbsidy-cutting decree would 
suggest. The minister did not have to issue it 

. Tight now. He could easily have waited anoth- 
er, say, four weeks before doing so. The sky is 
not falling, and the dropping prices of import- 
ed oil are providing the Treasury with a com- 
fortable enough cushion. In other words, no 
economic crisis is looming that would call for 
any such measure at this time. _

THE CENTRAL Elections Com- 


On what 
grounds may a list be disqualified 
and what are its rights if the commit- 
tee decides to prevent it from 
ranning? : 

These questions arose for the first 
time in the elections for the Sixth 
Knesset in 1965. One of the lists 
submitted, the Socialist List, com- 
prised 10 candidates, at least five of 
‘whom had been members of the ille- 
gal, Arab-founded E! Ard move- 
ment. Earlier, the Supreme Court 
had ruled in support of the district 
commissioner's refusal to register ΕἸ 
Ard under the Ottoman Associa- 
tions Law, holding that its declared 
aims implied rejection of the state 
and identification with its enemies. 
The Elections Law, as it stood at the 
time, gave no power to the Central 
Elections Committee, or to any oth- 
er body, to disqualify a list which 
complied with al] formal submission 
requirements. 

Nevertheless, acting on the opin- 
ion of its chairman, Justice Moshe 
Landau, who had been one of the 
judges in the El Ard case, the com- 
mittee decided that orto — 
participate in the elections. The 
oan | given were that the list was 
an “unlawful association, because 
its promoters deny the integrity of 
the State of Israel and its very exis- 


: tence.” The list’s agent appealed the 


decision before the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court was divided. 
In ἃ very strong dissent, Justice 
Haim Cohn took the view that in the 
absence of express statutory power 
the Elections Sovuslity _ ποῖ 
authorized to disqualify a list. He 
also expressed his opinion that by 
running for the Knesset the list 
posed no clear danger to the state. 

The majority were not prepared 
to accept Justice Cohn’s view. Jus- 
tice Sussman held that under the 
natural law principle of self-defence

the committee was duty-bound to 
disqualify the list. 

Justice Agranat took a different 
line. He held that the continued ex- 
istence of Israel as a Jewish state is a 
“fundamental constitutional fact" 
which no authority may deny. 
Hence, his argument ran, a list 
which rejects this principle, and 
identifies with those who wish to use 
force in order to destroy the state, 
does not have the right to partici- 
pate in the elections. 


THE QUESTION of disqualifica- 
tion of lists retarned to the agenda 
of the Elections Committee in 1981. 
Meir Kahane, who had submitted 
his Kach list, bad run advertise- 
ments in the newspapers calling for 
a law which would “protect Jewish 
girls” by mandating a prison sen- 
tence for any non-Jew who had sex- 
ual relations with a Jewish woman. 

The chairman of the committee, 
Justice Moshe Etzioni, proposed 
that the list be disqualified. He ar- 
gned that the principle that Israel is 
a democratic state, committed to the 
idea of equality, is also a “funda- 
mental constitutional fact,” and that 
under the El Ard precedent a list 
that is committed to denying such a 
fact may not run for election. Justice 
Etzioni’s view was rejected by the 
majority in the Elections Commit- 
tee. An attempt to challenge this 
decision in court was dismissed on 
formal grounds. 

The question came before the 
committee once again in 1984. This 
time the committee, a 
ν Justice 
Etzioni, disqualified Kahane’s Kach 
list.:At the same time it decided to 
disqualify the joint Arab-Jewish 
Progressive List for Peace (PLP) 
headed by Mohammed Mian and 
Matityahu Peled. It did not do so on 
the basis of the PLP platform, but 
on the strength of a statement by the 
then minister of defence, Moshe 
Arens, that on the strength of secret 
evidence, which he refused to re- 
veal, the candidates on the list in- 
cluded subversive elements and 
some who identified with the ene- 
mies of the state. Agents of both 
lists appealed to the Supreme Court. 

Although the appeals were held 
together, and the decisions handed 
down in the same judgment, it is 
important to distinguish between 
the grounds given by the court for 
allowing the two appeals. ~ 

The court found nothing in the 
PLP’s platform which justified its 
disqualification and as the commit- 
tee itself had seen no evidence what- 


ing the * 


sever on which it could base a find- 
ing that there were subversive 
elements in the list, it could not 
isqualify the list. The fact that the 
minister of defence stated that he 
had seen such evidence was irrele- 
vant. 
THE KACH APPEAL was more 
complicated. The basic question 
here was whether the 1965 El Ard 
precedent could be extended to ap- 
ply not only to lists that rejected 
Israel's existence as a Jewish state, 
but also to racist and anti-democrat- 
ic lists. 

The majority on the court decided 
that it could not. As the right to run 
for election and to vote for a list of 
one's choice are fundamental rights, 
it was heid that the El Ard prece- 
dent restricting those rights must be 
confined to the extreme case in 
which a list is bent on liquidation or 
destruction of the state. The major- 
ity held that in order to disqualify a 
list on any other grounds, special 
legislation would have to be passed. 

At least two of the judges, Jus- 
tices Elon and Bejski, regarded this 
result as unfortunate, and a majority 
of the judges expressly recommend- 
ed that legislation be passed regulat- 
ing the disqualificaiton of lists. 

One of the judges, Justice Aharon 
Barak, held that even in the absence 
of special legislation a list that re- 
jected the democratic character of 
the state could be disqualified, but 
only if there was a reasonable 


chance that by participating in the - 


election the list could put its pro- 
ime into effect. He held that 
ane’s list did not meet this test.

See Special legislation was 
in 1985, the main provision of which 
now appears in section 7A of the 
Basic Law: The Knesset. This sec- 
tion states: 
A list of candidates may not par- 
ticipate in the Knesset elections if 
there exists in its aims or acts, 
expressly or by implication, one 
of the following: : 
(1) rejection of the existence of 
the State of Israel as the state of 
the Jewish people; 
(2) rejection of the democratic na- 
ture of the state; 
(3) incitement to racism. 
The decision on disqualification is 
made by the Central Elections Co- 
mittee, though a disqualified list 


may appeal to the Supreme Court. 
Furthermore, if the committee re- 
fuses to disqualify a list the Attorney 
General, the committee chairman, 
or one quarter of its members may 


appeal the matter before the Su- 
preme Court. . 
It will be noted that the wording of 
section 7A is very wide. The official 
platform of the fist is not the only 
determining factor as the list may be 
disqualified on the basis of its acts. 
Furthermore, it is not only express 
intentions which count, but what is 
implied in the acts or aims of the 


Thus, in the case of Kahane, for 
example, submitting an official plat- 
form based on passages from the 
Bible and Maimonides will not pro- 
vide a barrier against disqualifica- 
tion. Evidence of past acts, such as 
proposing racist legislation similar 
to the Nuremberg laws and address- 
ing a crowd of Jewish and Arab 
students as “Jews and dogs,” should 
provide ample basis for excluding 
his list on grounds of incitement to 
Tacism. 


THE INITIAL decision of disquali- 
fication is still to be made by the 
Central Elections Committee, a 
body made up of politicians who 
may be guided by party-political, 
rather than legal, considerations. 
The Supreme Court judge who 
heads the committee has only one 
vote, and previous experience re- 
veals that his recommendations are 
not always followed by the majority 
in the committee, But whatever the 


‘committee decides it is practically 


certain that the issue will reach the 
Supreme Court. Thus, for the first 
time, the Supreme Court will be 


called upon to int τ section 7A 
of the Batic Law: The Knesset. 
The major question is whether the 


court will favour an interpretation of 
section 7A based on the view of 
Justice Barak in he 1984 case. Is it 
sufficient that a list profess anti- 
democratic or racist views, or will 
the court require that allowing the 
list to run will create a reasonable or 
probable danger? Is the same crite- 
rion to be applied to some minor list 
which has no chance of being elect- 
ed as to a list which has a fair chance 
of gaining a number of seats? 

Finally, considering that legislative 
provision now exists that mandates 
disqualification of a list that incites 
to racism, how will the court this 
time around deal with the politically 
sensitive question that will arise 
should the Elections Comittee once 
again attempt “to balance" disquali- 
fication of the Kach list by disquali- 
fying the PLP?

OF THE THREE Temple-era 
hagim, the pilgrimage-to-Jerusa- 
lem festivals, Succot was the 
most joyous, and is often re- 
ferred to in the classicaj sources 
simply as “The Hag” (“‘Festi- 
val;" note the affinity to the Ara- 
bie haj, meaning pilgrimage or 
pilgrim). 

Ancient Jerusalem was, like 
today's, very crowded at this sea- 
son. But the Talmud tells us that 
one of the 10 miracles that oc- 
curred in the Temple was that 
the worshippers at the high ser- 
vice stood cramped, but when 
they had to kneel and prostrate 
themselves, there was room. 


The only explanation of this I 
have heard that makes sense is a 
hassidic psychological one: 


When people “stand” on their 
rights and honour, then all are 
cramped for space. When they 
bend ~ give, compromise - 
there’s plenty of room. Aad the 
miracle was that the Jews 
“bent.” 


In this spirit, the succa booth 
symbolizes, among other things, 
peace. and the festivat’s other 
central rite, that of the Four Spe~ 
cies, symbolizes the unity-in-di- 
versity of the Jewish peuple. 


Those messages of compro- 
mise, peace and unity seem to 
have been lost on some of their 
major self-proclaimed bearers:

Avant garde in Acre

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WITH MOST events in Acte's 9th 
Theatre Festival put on record, 
chewed over, prejudged, and 
awarded prizes, is it now the critic’s 
Place to comment on quality, con- 
tent, contribution to the theatre 
Scene? That too, but this year the 
Occasion calls for more. For readers 
hailing from the U.S.. at any rate, it 
1s an unprecedented chance to gloat. 
Out of 13 awards, credits, commen- 
dations etec., one third have gone to 
immigrants from America. 

First_and foremost is Zippora 
Peled. In her 38 years here she has 
held down leading parts ~in a totally 
unaccented Hebrew -- in ail the 
country’s main theatres. Now, for 
her direction of The Brothers, she 
has been given a special commenda- 
tion for, in the words of the judges 
(Avital Mossensohn, Hagit Rakavi, 
Yona Eliav), “rising to the chal- 
lenge of directing the same produc- 
tion, not only in two 
Hebrew and Arabic — but with two 
different interpretations.” 

The Brothers is the first per- 
formed play of Moshe Koren, ἃ 24- 
year-old from Pennsylvania who, 
Still writing in English, received the 
coveted award for Best Playwright. 
Two older-timers have won another 
couple of awards: the first, director 
Rina Baruch, for her splendid trans- 
formation of Moshe Shamir's Carni- 
val in Venice, an otherwise dead- 
wood, father-daughter farce (sequel 
to the Shylock-Jessica story), which 
takes off from, but not after — no, 
not by a long way — Shakespeare’s 
Merchant. 

. . Baruch’s mise-en-scéne, among 
the rest, was one of the most appro- 
priate exploitations of the medieval 
magnificences of Acte’s architectur- 
al interiors that I have ever seen in 
the festival. Can we hope for Romeo 
and Juliet against the colonnaded 
elegances of the open-air arena at 
the Turkish Khan, as the next grate- 
ful gesture to the natural cultural 
environment, some other year? 

The fourth American-Israeli to 
walk off with an award was J 
Kupferman, a well-known local 
“lighting man,” honoured here for 
ber work in I'm Afraid of You 
Virginia. 


AND NOW back to the buming 
question — what does this Festival 
give? Alternative, avant-garde the- 
atre? Theatre with a difference? 
Does it really gét away from the 
conventional middle-of-the-road . 
safe theatre? Does it justify the ex- 
cursion into exotic exile in the 
breathtaking beauty of old Acre? 

Annually the answer more 
and more discouraging. If it started 
as theatre-with-a-difference, it con- 
tinues to be that on a sadly diminish- 
ing scale. Less and less daring: every 

‘year, in the last few years, thicse 

who dared and did so with any pre- 
tence to brilliance, were almost 
overlooked when it came to prizes. 

The fact that this year it is the 
lopsided, patchy brightness and in- 
determinate biack humour of 
Aharon Herzog's *Twere Berter to 
have Stayed Alive, that shared first 
prize with Dudi Maayan’s over-or- 
nate, over-extended effort to be 
“different,” Zichronot Dor Sheini 
b'hek Ha’ir Ha’atika (“Second Gen- 
eration Memories in the Old City”) 
points to the paucity and poverty of 
originality and innovation, and the 
quality.

A thirsty Libya waits for the 
‘great man-made river’ to flow

FRESH WATER will start flowing 
from the edge of the Sahara to Lib- 
ya's parched coastal plains next year 
in an irrigation scheme that Libyan 
leader Muammar Gaddafi calls the 
eighth wonder of the world. 

‘The first phase of the “great man- 
made river,” one of the world’s larg- 
est engineering projects, has passed 
the halfway et, officials told re- 
porters during a recent visit to the 
coastal oil town of Brega 700 kilo- 
metres east of Tripoli. 

Libya has persevered with the 
multi-billion-dollar scheme despite 
a hard-currency crunch caused by 
the falling world. price of oil, its 
main source of revenue. The goal is 
self-sufficiency in fruit, vegetables, 
wheat and drinking water for the 
country's four million people, most 
of whom live along the coast. 

“We need the water very, very 
badly,” said Othman Jaouda, man- 
ager of a U.S.-designed plant in 
Brega that makes segments of con- 
crete pipe. From the air, pipe sec- 
tions lined up along the route look 
like beads of a necklace strung along 
the desert sand. 

The first phase consists of 1,900 
km of pipe from wells 350 metres 
deep at Sarir and Tazerbo to the 
coastal cities of Sirte and Benghazi. 

A contract for the second phase, 
to serve the capital, Tripoli, from 
wells in western Libya, is due to be 
awarded by the end of this year, 
Jaouda said. Oil prospectors discov- 
ered vast underground aquifers in 
the 1970s deep in the Libyan desert.

stone and accumulated along pas- 
sageway walls. Work on the outside 
began in late August. 
But scientists say repairs to the 
Great Pyramid probably have been 
delayed too tong because restora- 
ition of other monuments was 
thought to be more pressing. 

In early August, for example, 
workmen restored a large rock to 
the right shoulder of the Sphinx, a 
mammoth carving of a crouching 
lion with the head of a pharaoh that 
had suffered serious damage mainly 
because of water and salt. 

Many other remains of Egyptian 
antiquity, including the Sphinx. 
have undergone repairs as early as 
the pre-Chnistian era.

Italy ends three decades 
of tight capital controls

ROME - Italy emerges this month 
from a 32-year-long regime of tight 
controls on capital movements to 
become a land of wider freedoms, in 
Preparation for the removal of all 
capital barriers by most EC coun- 
tries in mid-1990. 

Despite cheerful efforts last week 
by Renato Ruggiero, the Foreign 
Trade Minister, to encourage Ital- 
ians to put aside all fear, the move is 
not without dangers for a country 
Struggling to cap a well of public 
debt which is approaching about one 
trillion lire (£430 million). 

Indeed, the coming weeks could 
provide a stern test for the balance 
of payments if Italian investors and 
market operators conclude that the 
crucial budget adopted last week 
does not amount to a credible re- 
form of public finances. 

In fact, they have already been 
free to invest in foreign securities as 
aresult of the progressive relaxation 
of controls since May 1987. But, 
from this month, banks and compa- 
mies will have enlarged scope for 
foreign currency operations which 
could translate into greater specula- 
tion against the lira. 

For Ruggiero, however, the risk 
does not seem great, providing the 
government is seen to be pursuing 
the reform of public finances.

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Bank shares equalization proposal 
Leumi too harassed 


to respond to Treasury

Bank Leumi and its parent cam- 
pany, Otsar Hityashvut Hayehu- 
dim, are a nuy so taken up with 
their own problems that they have 
not found time to reply to the Trea- 
sury's proposal to equalize the vot- 
ing rights of all shares in the main 
commercial banks. 

The Treasury had announced its 
scheme for “one share, one vote” in 
Banks Hapoalim, Leumi, Discount 
and Mizrahi, and their subsidiaries 
several weeks ago. These are the 
banks covered by the 1983 “arrange- 
ment," and whose shares the gov- 
erament is now engaged in spending 
$7 billion to acquire. 

However, the existence of special 
“founders’ shares” at all the banks 
except Discount means that even 
when the government holds the bulk 
of their equity, it will have no con- 
trolling stake to show for the billions 
it invested -hence the determination 
to equalize voting rights. This will 
allow the holder of a majority equity 
stake to impose its will on the bank's 
board and management. 

The banks” answers to the Trea- 
sury's ideas were due in by Septem- 
ber 22, but as of last night, neither 
OHH nor Leumi had given their 
views on the future of their subsid- 
iaries, Bank Leumi and Union Bank 
Tespectively. 

The other three replies were all 
qualified yesses, Most enthusiastic 
about the Treasury plan was IDB 
Bankholding Corporation, parent of 
Israel Discount Bank, and the one 
with the feast to lose from a demo- 
cratic voting structure. IDB did 
however attach a rider, urging the 


Treasury to use negotiation as the 
preferred method of reselling the 
banks to private investors after it 
buys control. Observers noted that 
this approach would probably give 
an advantage to the Recanau fam- 
ily, who founded and currently own 
Israel Discount, as compared to use 
ing ἃ tender auction or competitive 
bid approach. 

The owners of United Mizrahi 
Bank - namely the World Mizrahi 
Organization, through companies it 
controls - gave a more guarded ap- 
proval. Their “yes” was accompa- 
nied by a request that the Treasury 
hold negotiations with the founders 
of the banks before proceeding with 
any other alternative resale method. 
Mizrahi’s position is thus similar to 
Discount’s, but more strongly 
expressed, 

Least happy about the “one 
share. one vote™ idea was the Hista- 
drut’s Hevrat Ha'ovdim holding 
company, the current owner of 
Bank Hapoalim. While the share 
structure in the banks could be 
changed, suggested Hevrat Ha'ov- 
dim, the extent of the change could 
be less drastic than going all the way 
to total democravy. In any event, 
Hevrat Ha‘ovdim took a firm stand 
in tavour of Treasury negotiations 
with the founders of the banks, rath- 
er than direct or open resale. 

Senior Treasury sources told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that they 
were encouraged by this response to 
their voting nghts proposals, As re- 
gards the method of resale, it seems 
that the Treasury is determined to 
go ahead with an approach based on 
Open competition between all inter- 
ested patties. 


Bank of Israel goes on attack 
to fend off Leumigate criticism

The Bank of Israel, under increas- 
ing pressure over its role in the Leu- 
migate scandals that have mired 
Bank Leumi over the last two years, 
yesterday launched a countcr-offen- 
sive apparently aimed at heading off 
a renewed assault expected to begin 
today. 

The focus of the maneuver was 
the Securities Authority report on 
the most recent Bank Leumi scan- 
dal, which is due to be published 
today or tomorrow. Media specula- 
tion has suggested that the report, 
which was sparked by Leumi direc- 
tor Shimon Shetreet’s charges that 
the current Leumi board had 
dragged its feet over tackling the 
issue of bloated personal contracts 
awarded by its predecessor to top 
executives, will contain fierce criti- 
cism of both the board and the Bank 
of Israel. 

On the firing line, according to 
these reports, will be both Governor 
Michael Bruno and Supervisor of 
Banks Amnon Goldschmidt, as 
well as Leumi chairman Meir Heth 
and most of his colleagues. 


In response to these assertions — 


based on un as-yet unpublished re- 
port -- central bank sources yester- 
day said that in reality the report 
supports the facts as presented in 
the Bunk of Israel's own report into 
the Leumigate scandal, compiled 
three months ago, and that nane of 
the conclusions in the central bank 
report would need changing in the 
wake of the Securities Authority's 
report. 

Meanwhile. in the latest moves 
within Bank Leumi, the seven board 
members who had announced last 
week that they would resign with 
effect from yesterday, withdrew 
their resignations before they be- 
came effective. 

This was done at the behest of 
Otsar Hityashvut Hayehudim, Lev- 
mi’s parent -- which had itself or- 
dered the directors to resign in the 
first place. When the seven com- 
plied with OHH’s directive, they 
were asked to stay on until a new 
board was elected. 

To further -confuse matters. the 
seven directors’ latest joint an- 
nouncement added that the with- 
drawal of their intended resignation 
did not affect their right to an- 
nounce that their resignation would 
take effect at some later date. 


‘No excess in gov’t spending last month 


The government absorbed NIS 
186 million in September, the Trea- 
sury announced yesterday, thereby 
dashing rumours that last month had 
seen ἃ heavy excess of spending in 
the government's budget. 

Government spending, as mea- 
sured by the “deficit on local spend- 
ing” was indeed higher than income, 
to the tune of NIS 115m. But this 
figure was the result of the early 
payment of part of their October 1 


pay cheque to government employ- 
ees, which was put forward to mid- 
September because of the holidays. 

The government raised a net NIS 
451m. through the sale of long-term 
bonds, over and above redemptions 
of maturing ones. This was partly 
offset by NIS 150m. worth of net 
redemptions of short-term Treasury 
bills, which were sold by commercial 
banks to obtain funds for ongoing 
operations.

ANKARA (Reuter) — Turkey re- 
ported yesterday that its inflation 
rate soared to an annual 81.8% in 
September, prompting calls by 
bankers for speedy action to bring it 
under control. 

The State Statistics Institute said 
retail prices rose 4.8% last month, 
following increases of 3.4% in Au- 
gust and 2.9% in September last 


year. 
The annual rate, with 
39.%7 in September 1987, is the 
highest since just after the 1980 
army coup which crushed political 
violence triggered partly by eco- 
nomic woes and 101% inflation.

Yad Le’Ahim claims Damkani

of a rampage at his New Jersey man- 
sion, is reportedly to undergo anoth- 
er psychiatric examination under 
the auspices of estranged manager 
Bill Cayton. But he still wants to go 
ahead with his title defence against 
Britain’s Frank Bruno. 

“Mike is back on wack.” Cayton 
said in an interview in yesterday's 
Newsday. ~... sometime before 
noon he’s going to visit a world- 
renowned psychiatrist to get a sec- 
ond opinion on this manic-depres- 
sive stuff.” 

Cayton. who has had a rocky rela- 
tionship with Tyson since the cham- 
pion’s marriage to Givens eight 
months ago. said the troubled fight- 
er came to his office ground noon 
Monday along with welterweight 
Mark Breland before heading to 
Breland’s Long Island training camp 
about 40 minutes later. 

Tyson, 22, reportedly hurled a 
sugar bowl and chairs through win- 
dows of his Bernardsville. New Jer- 
sev, estate on Sunday during ἃ fit of 
anger sparked by interviews given to 
Barbara Walters by his wife. actress 
Robin Givens, and ber mother, 
Ruth Roper, on ABC's TV pro- 
gramme "20-20." 

Police said they handled the inci- 
dent involving Tvson and Givens 
like any other such case and. as far 
as they are concemed. the matter is 
closed. 

“This is a domestic violence inci- 
dent not unlike many others. except 
for the fact thar it involves a public 
figure,” Bernardsville police Chief 
Thomas J. Sciaretta told a news 
conference. 

Reports in the New York Pust and 
Daily News said Tyson made dis- 
tressed telephone calls τὸ his brother 
and sister, asking tor assurances that

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Shomron: IDF using plastic bullets — Dry Bones 


to stop riots from getting out of hand .

Chief of General Staff Rav-Aluf Dan Shomron 
said yesterday that the army was not using plastic 
bullets in the territories in self-defence, but in 
order to stop the riots before they got dangerous- 
ly out of hand. , 

Shomron told the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee that the number of fatalities 
among Arab rioters had decreased since the plas- 
tic bullets came into use, while the number of 
.injuries had risen. 

“Asabs who deliberately choose to go out and 
demonstrate are getting injured,” he said. “Even- 
tually they will realize that it is not in their 
interest to get involved in riots.” ‘ 

The chief of general staff said that standing 
orders on use of the plastic bullets required that 
they be fired from a distance’ of 70 meters, and 
solely by officers or by other ranks who had 
completed special marksmanship courses.’ These 


own volition, he said, and orders required that in’ 
all cases the bullets be aimed at rioters’ legs. 

Shomyon said the West ‘Bank schools would 
only be reopened after the Palestine National 
Council meeting later this month.
